A  peculiar  opecies  of  fruit  i*  the 
“Mika”  apple.  It  ha*  a  fair  akin,  an 
excellent  flavor  and  u  extensively  prop- 
aguted  in  the  vicinity  of  Norwich,  Coon. 
Each  individoal  apple  exhibit*  some¬ 
where  in  ita  palp  a  red  apeak,  lik*  a 
tinge  of  freah  biood,  and  thereby  haftg* 
a  strange  legend.
